We give herewith a map showing the 
plan tirade by the engineer and adopted 
by the drainage commissioners for drain­ 
ing Inlet Swamp, a work that will reclaim 
a large amount of swamp land in Lee 
county. By thia map the readers of T h e 
T iLEGRAPH can at a glance see just where 
the ditches run and know the boundaries 
of the district. This paper should be 
preseryed for future referreoce by our 
subscribers who reside in or near the new 
drainage district We give a full discrip 
tion which will more fully explain the 
above map. The zigzag lines show the 
boundaries of the drainage district. They 
follow the section and quarter section 
lines (or smaller divisions) through the 
townships of Lee Centre. Bradford, Rey 
nokla, Alto, Willow Creek, Viola and 
Amboy. 
This shows the great impor 
tance of this enterprise. The main ditch 
starts at about the eenter o f the north line 
of section five in Willow Creek township 
and runs through thirty-two and thirty 
one north-westerly to the south line of 
section thirty in Alto; thence due west on 
section lipes to near the north-wqet cor­ 
ner of section thirty three in Reynolds, 
thence in a south-westerly direction diag* 
anally through section six in Viola, strik­ 
ing the north-east corner of section twen- 
ty-fiye in Bradford, out at the south-east 
corner of thirty-four; running into Lee 
Center wost o f the north east corner of 
three and thence down the creek to Bing- 
hamptodl near the city of Amboy. This 
ditch is over eighteen miles long. Ditch 
number two (we shall describe them by 
number) starts about two miles west and 
one miJe south of the starting point of 
the main ditch; commencing on the east 
and west lines, east of west line, between 
sections one and twelve in Viola, running 
duo west and striking the main ditch at 
the south-west comer of section six in 
said township of Viola; a little over 
five miles long. 
Ditch number three 
commences north of the center of the 
south-west quarter of section seven in 
Willow Creek and runs down the creek of 
that,name in a south-westerly direction to 
center ling, west of the center, of section 
fourteen in Viola, and thence due west 
striking main ditch near the center of 
section thirty-five in Bradford township. 
Ditch four commences in the center of 
Viola township, runs west on north line 
section twenty-one, thence south-wester­ 
ly to south line of twenty, thence due west 
to south-west corner of section three in 
Lee Centre, where it strikes the main 
ditch; length about seven miles. 
The general plan of the work as we ob­ 
served can be seen by the map, it being 
a rough copy of that filed by the commis­ 
sioners in the county 
clerk s office. 
While there may be seme changes made 


rainfall cf one inch in twenty-four hour« 
and assumed that only one-half of tke 
water would reach the ditches. The on* 
pacity of the ditchte may be judged by 
the size of each as we give herewith. 
We give the dimcujtions of the ditohes, 
and the average amount of cutting be­ 
tween the points mentioned, in feet, drop* 
ping the fractions:

It will be seen that here is about thirty- 
seven miles of ditching; requiring the re­ 
moval of one million five hundred and 
forty four thousand yards of dirt and 
seventy-nine yards of atone, to complete 
the work; which will cost much money.

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THAT DELAY IN WATER SUPPLY. |/i 


at the meeting of citizens interested, at 
the coart house in this city on next Mon­ 
day, still the map gives a good idea as to 
the general plan. The ditches receive 
the water from one hundred and fifteen 
thousand acres and therefore can not be 
very small canals to do the business ef­ 
fectually. The drainage must be com­ 
plete er the work will prove a failure. If 
the sudden fall of a heavy rain be not 
carried off by the ditches within a space 
of three or four days time your growing 
crops will be destroyed and the ditches 
then are of not much use for that year. 
The engineer in making bis estimate for 
the size of his ditches based it upon*« 


The bottom facts of ihe trouble which 
caused the failure of the water-works in 
furnishing direct pressure at the fire Sat­ 
urday can be briefly stated as follows: 
When the fire alarm boll rang Mr. Donaj- 
ly, the superintendent, was on Main 
street; he ran into Lend man*« store for 
the purpose of calling up the pump works; 
but so many people were then asking 
‘ ‘Central" about the fire that he could 
not get an immediate answer and at once 
left the telephone and went to the pump 
works. The operator at the Central rang 
up the pump bouse but feund that Mr. 
Donnally (she did not then know who it 
was tbat called from Lendman's) bad left. 
Alias Deland may bave supposed that 
Donnally bad got a reply from bis engi­ 
neer at the pumps. 
Donnally impatient 
with the telephone delay immediately 
started for the pumps, and when he got 
there asked the engineer why he didn't 
put on direct pressure, and the latter ans­ 
wered tbat be did not know tbat there 
was a fire. He had heard no alarm. 
Here was a delay of nearly fifteen min 
utes; and it was after that when Mr. 
Dodge telephoned from Dr. Brown's resi­ 
dence for direct pressure. So it will be 
seen that under the present arrangement 
for notifying the man at the pump of an 
alarm there is, especially when the wind 
is blowing from the east and on that ac­ 
count the alarm bella in the city can not 
be heard at the pumps, danger at any 
time of just such delays as occurred on 
Saturday. The Telegraph, before the 
water works were accepted, objected to 
the one-sided contract, but now that the 
agreement is made we must accept the 
situation. As the agreement stands the 
city is bound to notify the water com­ 
pany of a fire in order to secure service. 
There must be a better system of giving 
the notice, or alarm, at the pumps. It 
would appear by the experience we bad 
Saturday that no one is authorized to give 
the proper notice. It should be the duty 
of some one to tclephoue to the man at 
the pumps when a direct pressure is need­ 
ed, and the city autheritiea should at­ 
tend to this matter. A gong at the pumps

Spain. 
4 These cows had been brou ghtemp from 
Mex ico for the Missou ri» . 
Their long 
battles for their you ng, generation after 
generation, with wild beasts, had made 
them trim-limbeil and sharp-horned as 
antelope, almost. 
No wise or well-regu ­ 
lated people ever attem pted to milk 
t he m 
before nor after. 
Bu t we were isolated 
immigrants, and no one came by to tell 
u s better.
